It was 
p ointed out that a “decrease in 
jKjp ulation’’ in the area seemed 
to rule out maintaining the p ool 
as a “ lasting function.”

mentioned was racial tension at 
the p ool. If Muny Bool is closed 


up , one member suggested, “ it 
could be a hot summer.” 
The board decic^d to look into 
the matter in greater dep th and 
deferred 
any

about the p ool until later. 
In o ther actio n related to city 
swimming 
po o ls, 
the 
bo ard 
disclo sed Its reco mmendatio ns 
fo r rev ised admissio n prices. 
Daily admission of 30 cents for 
15-year-olds and under and 
60 
cents for those over 
15 were 
p rop osed. 
Bresently, those 12 and under 
p ay 25 cents, those 13-18 pay 5 0 
cents and p eop le 19 and over get 
in for 75 cents. 
Disco unt Ticket $10 
Hecommended p rice of a dis­ 
count ticket is $10, which would 


allow the p urchaser 40 swims. 
The bo ard also reco mmended 
that seaso n tickets be made 
av ailable to pro v ide unlimited 
admissio n at the po o l where 
they are purchased. A family 
ticket wo uld co st $35 , fo r 16- 
y ear-o lds and o v er wo uld be $2 0 
and under 16 wo uld co st $10.

Bo th .\BC and CBS radio netwo rks carried 
repo rts that American gro und tro o ps were tak­ 
ing part in the inv asio n, so me in So uth Viet­ 
namese unifo rms. 
In Saigon, official sources said Friday U.S. 
reconnaissance teams have been op erating in­ 
side Laos for years — but only in an intelligence 
—gathering role. 
The U.S. Ck>mmand declined to discuss any 
intelligence-gathering op erations, but a sp okes­ 
man reiterated: “There are no U.S. ground com­ 
bat troop s in Laos. There will be no U.S. ground 
combat troop s inside Laos,” 
White House p ress secretary Roland L. 
Ziegler said. “Our p olicy is and will continue 
to be that there will be no U.S. combat troop s 
or advisers in Laos,” 
‘GI Adv iser’ 
ABC newsman Howard Tuckner rep orted 
he had seen what ap p eared to be an American 
bathing with two South Vietnamese soldiers 
25 miles inside Laos. South Vietnamese riding 
with Tuckner said the nran was a “GI ad­ 
viser.”

“ The U.S. Command is ap p arently trying 
to minimize the chance of these Green Berets 
being sp otted 
by forbidding American cor­ 
resp ondents to ride on U.S. helicop ters that 
fly into Laos,” Willianrs said. 
Newsmen Restricted 
“ Newsmen can ride only on Vietnamese 
helicop ters, desp ite the fact that the Americans 
are flying massive sup p ort missions inside 
Laos.” 
The U.S. Co mmand spo kesman said all ef­ 
fo rts wo uld be made to rescue American crew­ 
men sho t do wn o v er Lao s. 
The United States has p romised the South 
Vietnamese full U.S. air sup p ort in the Laotian 
drive, including fighter-bombers and helicop ters 
for gunship s, medical evacuation and troop lifts. 
‘Airbo rne Co o rdinato rs’ 
U.S. assistance to the South Vietnamese also 
includes “ airborne coordinators,” a sp okesman 
said. These are Americans flying in command- 
and-control helicop ters, p resumably w'ith their 
South Vietnamese counterp arts, to help direct 
air strikes. 
“ They might land fro m time to time,” the 
spo kesman said. 
Official sources described the intelligence- 
gathering reconnaissance teams as being group s 
of South Vietnamese led by American Sp ecial 
Forces soldiers. They are flown in and out of 
Laos in some cases by U.S. helicop ters. 
It is known that some Americans in the re­ 
connaissance teams in l.aos have been killed 
and wounded, but these casualties are not re- 
{x irted by the command.

Th e mayors ch arged th at th e revenue-sh aring 
plan was “misleading” because some funds 
already appropriated were being with h eld from 
cities, some programs were funded at a lower 
level th an Congress auth orized and in some cases 
th e federal contribution would be reduced and 
th e city contribution increased.

“vigorous public discussion” of a pix>posal by 
h is Advisory Council on Executive Organization 
to streamline five major regulatory commissions 
by abolish ing most commissioners’ posts in favor 
of one-man administrators of new agencies.

Blacks Increase Income 
Wash ington —- North ern blade couples under 
35 y ears old increased th eir average incomes 
from 62 to 91% of wh at th eir wh ite counterparts 
made during th e 1960s, a new Census Bureau 
analysis found. But th e larger number of black 
families h eaded only by a moth er sh owed no 
real gain during th e decade.

Vermont College Eyes Pershing

Beatrice — TTie president of 
a small Vermont colleg e ex ­ 
pressed “strong hopes” Thu rs­ 
day of 
opening 
a 
branch 
operation here nex t week com­ 
prised of stu dents from defu nct 
Pershing Colleg e. 
The possibility of ev entu ally 
pu rchasing the Beatrice cam­ 
pu s facilities was also held 
forth by Dr. Anthony Doria of 
R 0 y a 11 0 n Colleg e Sou th 
Roy alton, Vt. Immediate plans, 
howev er, call only for “a 
shoestring operation as an in­ 
v estment toward fu tu re ex ­ 
pansion.” 
Still awaiting a g o-ahead 
from Roy alton tru stees is a 
proposed Beatrice 
‘ ‘ s t u dy 
center” w h i c h cou ld ac­ 
commodate 30 to 50 stu dents. 
Similar bu t smaller centers are 


now established in Italy and 
Africa and another is planned 
in San Mateo, Fla., the presi­ 
dent said. 
Roy alton representativ es who 
v isited Beatrice reported “33 
firm commitments” and in­ 
terest from abou t 20 others. 
They indicated that the branch 
wou ld be feasible with as few 
as 30 enrollees. 
Specializing in international 
relations, the priv ate liberal 
arts school opened in 1966 with 
an enrolment of only fou r. 
The president said it is hoped 
that one Pershing bu ilding can 
be leased for classes, bu t that 
other qu arters cou ld be rented 
if necessary . 
P e r s h i n g administrators 
meanwhile are facing another 
complication of their closing 
and 
lack 
of 
fu nds. 
They 
reported that “approx imately 


two-thirds” of facu lty members 
are withholding s t u de n t s ’ 
g rades pending receipts 
of 
Janu ary salaries. 
A committee has reportedly 
retained a Lincoln attorney , 
James A. Lake, and has met 
with the colleg e’s tru stees. 
Almost no difficu lty has been 
reported, 
howev er, 
in 
the 
transfer of stu dents to other 
colleg es. Officials 
estimated 
that 8 5 % to 95 % hav e enrolled 
elsewhere. Most schools hav e 
accepted them pending receipt 
of passing g rades.

There's Something W rong About This' 
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IN PERSPECTIVE

It’s a frequ ent temptation to wond er what might hav e 
been. A lot of that can be d one these d ay s in connection 
with the Univ ersity of Nebraska, a v eritable hot bed of con­ 
trov ersy at the moment. Univ ersity Chancellor D. B. Varner 
mu st wond er now and then what might hav e been. 
He might wond er how he managed to take the reins of 
this Nebraska institu tion at su ch a momentou s time as this. 
In y ears past, the u niv ersity has enjoy ed relativ e calm bu t 
this has been an ev entfu l y ear. 
The football team mad e No. 1 in the nation and that 
was good . Bu t it has now been giv en an au sterity bu d get, 
has a nu mber of anti-u niv ersity bills in the Legislatu re and 
faces a facu lty -stu d ent u proar of major proportions. 
★ 
Chancellor Varner was hand ed a hot potato when he took 
on this assignment. Bu t we su spect, too, that this d oes not 
su rprise him as mu ch as y ou might think. He has been an 
ed u cator all his life and he knows that ed u cation is not the 
iv ory tower its critics often think it is. 
A u niv ersity is, in fact, a logical place for swirling con­ 
trov ersy . From the ou tsid e, it is v iewed by some as the essence 
of opportu nity . By others, it is seen as the epitome of d efeat 
and fru stration. There are some hard times in Nebraska these 
d ay s, 
especially in agricu ltu re, 
and 
people 
in 
d ifficu lt 
circu mstances tend to strike ou t at something. 
What better to strike ou t at than the sea of learning 


111 the state, the place where one can cu ltiv ate his mind 
and thereby achiev e a higher measu re of su ccess in life? 
Hard working and financially hard pressed people might well 
look at acad emic life, for both stu d ents and facu lty , as a 
soft tou ch. 
One hears a tremend ou s amou nt of casu al comment that 
su pports this theory . The tou gher times get, the more anti-in- 
tellectu alism y ou are likely to hav e and it shows itself in 
many way s. 
★ 
Many people think a facu lty member has it mad e, both 
in terms of pay and hou rs of work. You wou ld almost need 
to be a facu lty member to d isspell this notion. The av erage 
facu lty work load is nine cred it hou rs of teaching per week. 
That is, he or she will teach three cou rses of three cred it 
hou rs each per week. That means a total of nine cred it hou rs 
or nine hou rs of classroom instru ction work per week. 
And this is where a lot of the misu nd erstand ing comes 
from. Someone in another line of work may look with env y 
u pon a nine hou r teaching week. Bu t it takes an av erage 
of 20 hou rs to be read y to teach those nine hou rs and to 
d o the grad ing that goes along with it. 
And that is cu tting it pretty thin in ou r book. This writer 
once tau ght a two hou r per week lab cou rse in jou rnalism 
bu t spent a t least eight to 10 hou rs a week ou tsid e the classroom 
working on the cou rse. How the av erage professor can hand le 
an hou r of classroom work with only slightly more than two 
hou rs work ou tsid e the classroom is more than we can com­ 
prehend . 


Bu t a facu lty member, also, spend s abou t eight hou rs 
per week ad v ising and working with stu d ents ou tsid e tbe 
classroom. The fact is that, on the av erage, a stu d ent can 
obtain more help at the u niv ersity than he can in high school. 
Another th r ^ hou rs per week, on the av erage, is spent 
by the facu lty member on committee and d epartmental work, 
one hou r on non-compensatory consu lting and three to fiv e 
hou rs on non-fu nd ed r ^ a r c h . That makes a 45 hou r week 
which, on the av erage rates pretty good in this d ay and 
age. 
Pay av erages from $17,763 in fu ll professor ranks d own 
to $11,5 23 per y ear for assistant professors. That’s better than 
a lot of people d o bu t it’s not liv ing high on the hog. 
Many u nfortu nate things are hu rting the u niv ersity right 
at the moment and one of them is the seeming impossibility 
of broad pu blic u nd erstand ing of the institu tion. Bu t situ ations 
comnionly mov e in u ps and d owns and we can only hope 
that the Univ ersity of Nebraska soon is able to enter another 
period of ascend ancy .

Thu s is precisely what the 
congressional opponents d on’t 
d o. They simply d on’t tru st 
local politicians with all those 
billions. 
Stated blu ntly , congressmen 
d on’t want to v ote for tax es 
they wou ld hav e no v oice in 
spend ing.

Wage And Price Freeze 


The Hou se Democratic lead ership has 
asked Presid ent Nix on for the immed iate im­ 
position of a freeze on wages, prices, rents 
and interest rates.

Bey ond this, one has to qu estion the 
v alid ity of su ch controls, 'Fhe Presid ent has 
leaned heav ily u pon the workings of the free 
enterprise sy stem ou r own inclination 
is 
to agree with him. 
This may well mean wholesale changes 
in good s and serv ices and some change in 
the American stand ard of liv ing bu t we d o 


not believ e that su ch change shou ld be halted 
by artificial means. While controls nray con­ 
tribu te to the slowd own of inflation, 
they 
wou ld bring along with them their own ine­ 
qu ities and inju stices. 
There wou ld inev itably be abu ses and su ch 
wou ld be impossible to control. Ad d itionally , 
ex isting wrongs wou ld be hard to right with 
controls on the books. 
Bey ond that, su ch controls tend to d estroy 
prod u ctiv ity , 
ingenu ity , 
merchand izing 
and 
incentiv e in general. They are kinks thrrwn 
in a works that has been free wd ieeling 
and that knows no other method of operation. 
Cred it 
controls and 
more 
gov ernment 
au thority in the area of wages and prices 
rate a priority far ahead of the kind of absolu te 
controls being ad v anced by the I>emocratic 
Hou se lead ership. There is little d ou bt that 
inflatic« ! remains a seriou s threat to the nation 
bu t we are not read y to throw ooit the free 
enterprise baby ’ with the bath water.

Loran Schmit brou ght 
u p the id ea of a state ombu d sman in the 
1969 session, we first thou ght the proposal 
was well-intentioned bu t probably not v ery 
necessary , becau se any thing an ombu d sman 
w'ou ld hand le, a senator cou ld hand le. In fact, 
it occu rred to u s that an ombu d sman might 
u su rp some of the d u ties trad itionally assigned 
to the legislator. 
The office, common in Eu rope, is almost 
u niqu e in this cou ntry , with Hawaii hav ing 
the only ombu d sman u ntil Nebraska entered 
u pon the scene. An ombu d sman serv es as 
the citizens representativ e to all branches 
of state gov ernment. He is the pu blic’s cou nsel 
who find s answers for citizen complaints and 
inqu iries. As Schmit sees it, the ombu d sman 
wou ld giv e the priv ate citizen the same stan­ 
d ing before a state official that a member 
of the Legislatu re cou ld ex pect throu gh his 
priv ileged position. 
Schmit finally won approv al of the concept 
the 1969 session, bu t no fu nd ing. Between

last session and this, the Legislativ e Cou ncil’s 
ex ecu tiv e board was sharply d iv id ed ov er a 
fed eral offer to fu nd the office. Finally , Tu es­ 
d ay , the Legislatu re approv ed , on a 35-11 
v ote, Schmit’s proposal that th« state accept 
a $72,000 fed eral grant to lau nch the prc^ram 
and keep it operating for abou t a y ear and 
a half. 
The nex t step will be for the ex ecu tiv e 
board to nominate a cand id ate to serv e in 
the post, the nomination to be confirmed by 
a v ote of 33 senators. 
Mu ch of the opposition to an ombu d sman 
centered on whether or not to accept a fed eral 
grant, plu s the notions that the office either 
will prov e to be u nnecessary or will encou rage 
a d elu ge of citizen complaints.

Special Provisions 
May Cut Tax Bill 


(EDITOR’S NOTE: Special 
circumstances may entitle y o u 
to a tax break this y ear. So me 
o f them are discussed in this 
last o f fiv e articles prepared 
by United Press Internatio nal 
‘to help y o u sav e mo ney in 
filling o ut y o ur 1970 federal 
Inco me tax return which is 
due o n o r befo re April 15 .)

Washington (UPI) — Unless 
y ou check carefu lly the special 
featu res of federal income tax 
laws, y ou may inadv ertently pay 
the gov ernment more tax es than 
y ou owe. 
No t ev ery tax pay er can take 
adv antag e o f the special pro ­ 
v isio ns but if y o u qualify , they 
can sav e y o u real mo ney . 
Div orced or 
s e pa r a t e d 
parents, for ex ample, shou ld be 
su re to check with the Internal 
Rev enu e Serv ice (IRS) or a 
competent tax adv iser abou t the 
ru les gov erning which parent 
may claim the $625 ex emption 
for a dependent child. 
A tax break is open to a 
woman who is single, married, 
widowed, div orced or deserted 
and is responsible for the care of 
children or disabled dependents. 
Under certain 
circu mstances 
she may dedu ct u p to $600 a 
y ear for ex penses incu rred in 
hiring someone to care for a 
child or dependent — u p to $900 
a y ear for more than one — 
while she is at work or looking 
for work. 
Child Care 
A man can claim child care 
ex penses only if he is widowed, 
div orced or legally separated 
from his wife, or if his wife is 
incapacitated or insHtu lionalizcd. 
Again, if y ou think this situ ation 
applies to y ou , check with IRS. 
Perso ns 65 o r o v er may be 
elig ible fo r “ retirement inco me 
credit” which is better than a 
deductio n because it reduces the 
amo unt o f tax es o wed and no t 
the amo unt o f inco me to be tax -

The c h a i r m a n 
of 
the 
University of Nebraska faculty 
committee which last December 
was relieved of its role in the 
Stephen Rozman case Thursday 
suggested the Board of Regents 
“ should have closely examined” 
the files of the Spelts Com­ 
mission “ before it charged” 
Rozman 
“ with 
inappropriate 
activities.” 
In an “open letter to Regent 
Robert Raun,” president of the 
board, Prof. Vernon Snow also 
charged that the board had 
“ misunderstood the past history 
and principal function of the 
Academic Privilege and Tenure 
Committee.” 


Snow is chairman of the com­ 
mittee, which now has in its 
hands an appeal from Rozman 
of the decision of the board not 
to rehire him for next year. 
Snow said in the letter, dated 
Feb. 11, tha^he was making the 
statement vathout authorization 
from 
fellow 
c o m m i t t e e 
members. 
< 
Snow noted in the letter that a 
statement by Raun 
at 
the 
December board meeting “ cast 
doubt on the role of the com­ 
mittee.” 
“ Please consider this com­ 


munication an attempt to set the 
record straight,” he wrote. 
At the December meeting, 
Raun announced the board was 
delaying the Rozman decision 
until after a separate faculty 
committee had a chance to in­ 
vestigate the case and develop a 
fact-finding report. 
That 
committee 
concluded 
that Rozman’s actions last May 
could not be considered inap­ 
propriate. 
Snow noted that the charges 
against Rozman stemmed from 
the report of the Spelts Com­ 


mission, 
which 
studied 
the 
events of May. 
He said his committee had 
attempt«! to obtain the com­ 
mission files to determine “to 
what extent the . . . (Spelts) 
re^rt was based on sound 
evidence.” 
“ If there were any files, they 
were never turned over to this 
committee,” he said. 
Snow said the board did not 
make clear what it considered 
the role of his committee to 
be. 
“ In short, we could not read 


your minds,” he wrote. ” We 
simply acted and reacted within 
the framework of the original 
assessment.” 
Any 
misunderstanding, 
he 
said, is the responsibility of 
others.

With Talk Session

N e b r a s k a 
Chancellor D. B. Varner ended 
after about F 2 hours when 
students adjourned to another 
room to discuss their complaints 
with two administrators. 
The 
demonstration 
began 
early in the afternoon after 
^ about 60 students quietly left the 
' student union and walked across 
‘ the street to the administration 
building. 
In a repeat of Wednesday’s 
sit-in, the students took up posi­ 
tions in chairs and on the floor 
of the chancellor’s outer of­ 
fice. 
They immediately began a 
discussion of concerns related to 
the case of Stephen Rozman, as 
well as voicing complaints about 
what they considered violation 
of campus policies by Varner, 
who began 
disciplinary pro­ 
ceedings against a similar group 
Wednesday. 
But Thursday, the chancellor’s 
office had been vacated by 
about 3 p.m. and there were no 
further incidents when the office 
was closed at five. 


The 60 students who began the 
protest about 1:30 included three 
students who were arrested the 
day before during the sit-in. 
One of those, Dave Ratliff, 
said during the discussion that 
he believed the “ commitment 
(to stage the sit-in) was good,” 
but he said it was “ a little more 
costly to Rozman than originally 
planned.” 
“ Maybe it wasn’t such a good 
idea.” he told other students. 
Ratliff and the three others were 
fined $50 and court costs Thurs­ 
day morning. 


Rozman Protests 
Waste Of Money 


University of Nebraska Prof. 
Stephen Rozman, who hais been 
told he won't be reappointed for 
next year, showed up in the of- 
fice of NU Lincoln President 
Joseph Soshnik T h u r^y in a

Some d own-to-earth facts 
ab out the first 
tires on the Moon 


moved from the chamber, the inner tubes collapsed 
under the earth’s 14.7 pounds per square inch of air 
pressure (see photograph below)— and returned to 
their normal shape only when the space ship 
reached the vacuum-like atmosphere of outer space 
on the way to the moon. 


Goodyear’s “ moon tires” are round and black — 
like passenger cartires. But there the similarity ends. 
Ten years in development, these special tires were 
built for Apollo 14’s Mobile Equipment Transporter 
(see above) which astronauts Shepard and Mitchell 
pulled along on their moon walk. Here are some of 
the ways In which these “ moon tires” are special: 


3 . “ Moon tires” are designed to carry loads of 60 
moon pounds, which is about 360 pounds on earth. 
Under this load, the low pressure tires develop a 
wider and flatter footprint which helps them to float 
on the soft moonscape, and to roll over sharp rocks 
without puncturing. 


1 . They are inflatable tires, but they’re filled with 
nitrogen instead of air. Nitrogen was selected be­ 
cause it won’t support combustion and helped mini­ 
mize fire hazard on the space ship. 


2 . “ Moon tire” inflation pressure is only IV2 to 2 
pounds per square inch (most passenger car tires 
carry from 24 to 28 pounds of air). To duplicate the 
moon’s vacuum-like atmosphere, the tires first were 
Inflated on earth in a vacuum chamber. When re­ 


4 . The tires are 16 inches high, 4 inches wide, yet 
tire and tube together weigh less than 3 pounds. 
That’s because the wall thickness of each tire is only 
one tenth of an inch, and 
the inner tube Is less than 
one sixteenth of an Inch 
thick. To help keep the 
nitrogen inside (on the 
moon), and to help keep 
air out (on earth), the inner 
tubes are sprayed with a 
special polyurethane coat­ 
ing — a Goodyear process 
that helps toughen them 
without adding very much 
to their weight. 


5, Each “ moon tire” has a cord body of bias-ply 
construction, like many passenger tires. The poly­ 
ester cord filaments, manufactured in Goodyear’s 
plants, are similar to those used in the cord body of 
Goodyear Polyglas tires. 


6. The rubber in “ moon tires” is a highly purified 
form of Natsyn — a Goodyear polyisoprene synthe­ 
tic rubber. It was selected for its exceptional per­ 
formance over a wide range of temperatures. To 
survive the moon’s hostile environment, these tires 
had to endure temperatures ranging from 85 degrees 
below zero (Fahrenheit) to 250 degrees above. 


7. In compounding rubber for use in most tires, car­ 
bon black Is added to the rubber for strength. For 
the “ moon tires,” carbon black substitutes had to 
be found because space scientists insisted on avoid­ 
ing the introduction of any possible trace of carbon 
onto the moon. The discovery of carbon, even in 
the smallest amounts that might have been scraped 
from a tire rolling across the moon’s surface, could 
mistakenly be interpreted by future scientists as evi­ 
dence of some form of life, at one time or another, 
on the moon.
